One  hundred  and  Twentieth  Annual  Report. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Royal  School  of  Industry  for  the 
Blind  beg-  to  present  their  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  1912. 

During-  the  past  year  the  Committee  has  lost 
Committee,  bv  death  two  of  its  members  who  could  ill  be 
spared. 

Hrs.  Perry’s  valuable  work  for  the  blind,  first  as  one 
of  the  Home  Teaching  Association,  and  after  the  amalgama- 
tion, as  a member  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  Insti- 
tution, will  long  be  remembered  witb  gratitude. 

In  Major-General  Swanston,  the  Institution  has  lost 
one  who  always  took  the  deepest  interest  in  all  its  affairs. 
As  Chairman  for  several  years  of  the  Building-  and  House 
Committees,  his  practical  knowledge  and  unceasing  personal 
supervision  were  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  Institution, 
particularly  to  the  Educational  Branch. 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  regret  that  early 
in  1913  Mr.  J.  Storrs  Fry,  who  for  so  long  had  acted  as 
their  Chairman,  found  himself  unequal  to  continuing  in  the 
position.  They  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  for  the  many 
years  of  invaluable  services  that  he  has  rendered  to  the  In- 
stitution. Mr.  F.  R.  Cross  was  unanimously  elected  to  till 

the  vacancy. 

A new  departure  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
sending  of  an  invitation  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  nomi- 
nate representatives  to  sit  on  the  Workshops  Comm,  tee. 
Mr.  J.  T.  Francombe  and  Mrs.  Webb,  who  were  elected  m 
response  to  the  invitation,  have  gi\en  uluable  1 e 1 
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The  finances  of  the  Institution  have  become  a 
Finance.  matter  of  serious  concern  to  the  Committee.  The 
Balance  Sheet  for  the  }rear  discloses  the  fact 
that  there  is  a deficit  of  £706  on  the  year’s  working  of  the 
two  Branches. 

The  Committee  earnestly  appeal  to  all  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  the  Blind  to  second  their  efforts  to 
place  the  finances  of  the  Institution  on  a sound  basis.  Every 
economy  is  being  observed  both  at  the  Workshops  and  the 
School,  but  the  fact  remains  that  to  meet  the  normal  and 
necessary  expenditure,  about  £700  a year  more  is  required. 


The  progress  made  in  the  School-room  during' 
Education,  the  yea r has  been  very  encouraging  and 
successful.  The  children  take  a keen  and 
intelligent  interest  in  their  arduous  studies,  but  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  teachers  should  be  bright  and  enthusiastic 
m their  work  and  should  possess  special  qualifications  for 
efficient  teaching  in  all  departments. 

Hr.  Edcholz,  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  Special  Schools, 
visited  and  inspected  the  School  on  the  4th  of  July,  1912. 
He  did  not  issue  an  official  report,  but  expressed  his  satis- 
faction with  the  advancement  in  learning  and  general  bear- 
ing of  the  pupils,  and  made  some  suggestions  to  the  Head- 
master. 


The  numbers  at  present  on  the  Roll  under  16  years  of 

age  are  G9,  the  greatest  on  record,  exceeding  last  year’s  total 
by  10. 

Mr.  It  C.  Phillips  having  been  appointed  assistant 
master  m Hensliaw’s  Blind  School,  Manchester,  left  us  to 
enter  upon  1ns  duties  there  on  the  28th  of  February  of  this

?or  Me”  h'ailletl  tbe  Uristo1  Day  Training  College 
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Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  laid  upon  the 
Manual  importance  of  this  Branch  of  the  Training,  for 
Training  the  whole  future  of  the  child  depends  upon  the 
sense  of  touch  developed  and  the  manual  dex- 
terity exhibited.  Blind  children  are  by  nature  helpless, 
and  generally  “ handless,”  and  their  manual  training  re- 
quires to  he  undertaken  in  an  individual  and  systematic 
manner.  There  have  been  great  strides  in  the  School  in 
this  respect:  the  discipline  is  good,  the  response  ready,  and 
consequently  the  pupils  are  in  a condition  to  make  the  best 
of  the  instruction  received. 

As  soon  as  the  inclination  of  the  individual  tempera- 
ment is  discerned,  the  pupils  are  specialised  in  that  trade 
or  employment  which  is  likely  to  he  their  life-work,  and  it 
is  the  earnest  endeavour  of  those  in  charge  to  make  the 
future  calling  of  the  pupils  as  acceptable,  attractive,  and 
congenial  as  possible. 

Experts  on  the  education  of  the  Blind  are 
Physical  unanimous  on  the  supreme  utility  of  Physical 
Training  Training  as  one  of  the  most  important  subjects 

and  of  the  School  Curriculum.  Blindness  begets 
Recreation,  nervousness,  which  in  its  turn  compels  the 
child  to  assume  most  unnatural  mannerisms, 
which  are  so  detrimental  to  the  future  success  and  well- 
being of  the  pupil  that  every  effort  is  put  forward  to  train 
the  children  to  be  independent,  natural,  and  self-reliant. 

The  large  play  fields  adjoining  the  School  are  most 
helpful  in  training  the  general  sightliness  of  the  children, 
since  they  have  sufficient  space  to  move  freely  and  inde- 
pendently in  all  their  games  and  out  door  recreations. 

Many  of  the  boys  and  girls  have  garden  plots  which 
they  tend  carefully;  some  are  interested  in  the  rearing  of 
poultry,  pigeons,  and  rabbits,  whilst  others  aie  kom  en 
thus'iasts  at  football,  cricket,  swimming,  and  gymnastics. 
Swings  and  see-saws  have  also  been  erected  in  the  playing 
fields  during  the  past  year. 
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Through  tlie  continued  kindness  of  our  Volun- 
Libraryand  tary  Writing  Staff,  upwards  of  80  large-sized 
Bookbinding  Braille  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Library, 
and  the  whole  of  the  Binding  of  these  books 
has  been  done  in  the  Bookbinding  Department  of  the  School. 
This  Department  lias  also  been  fairly  busy  during  the  year 
executing  orders  for  other  Blind  organisations. 

Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  all  our  kind  friends  for  the 
continued  interest  taken  in  supplying  the  Library  with 
healthy  and  useful  literature. 


Considerable  advancement  has  been  made  during 
Music.  the  past  year.  For  the  first  time,  a pupil  has 
passed  Grade  III.  in  Piano-playing,  and  Grade 
II.  in  Organ-playing,  in  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Musi- 
cians’ Examination.  Altogether,  10  pupils  were  examined  : 
all  passed,  five  of  the  number  gaining  honours. 

During  the  year  two  Music  pupils  gained  Scholarships 
at  the  Royal  Normal  College  of  Music  for  the  Blind  in 
London. 

An  operetta,  entitled  '*  Rumpelstilskin,”  was  performed 
at  the  School  on  two  occasions  by  the  children,  and  was 
gieatly  appreciated  by  all  who  witnessed  the  performances. 


DIOCESAN  INSPECTION  REPORT. 

“ This  School  is  doing  very  careful  and  good  work.  The 
younger  children  are  interested  and  well  prepared,  making 
due  allowance  for  difficulties  due  to  insufficient  instruction 
before  entering  the  School.

There  have  been  outbreaks  of  measles  and  scarlet 
fever  during  the  year,  but  the  general  physical

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The  sale  of  our  late  premises  in  Queen’s  Road, 
Workshops,  and  the  removal  of  the  School  to  Westbury-011- 
Trym,  necessitated  the  provision  of  new  Work- 
shops accessible  to  the  adult  Blind  workers.  After  much 
search  and  careful  consideration,  the  Committee  were  for- 
tunately able  to  secure  in  1912  a new  Factory  and  Office  in 
Museum  Avenue,  at  the  bottom  of  Park  Street,  where  the 
Blind  workers  work  under  ideal  conditions.  The  fine,  five- 
storied  factory  allows  of  the  various  departments  being  con- 
veniently separated;  and  yet  at  the  same  time,  the  various 
branches  of  industry  are  grouped  in  one  large  building,  with 
ample  room  for  development,  instead  of  being  scattered  here 
and  there.  The  building  is  warmed  by  hot  water  and  elec- 
trically lighted,  and  there  are  dining  rooms  where  the 
workers  can  have  their  meals  in  comfort. 

On  the  ground  floor  are  the  Sale  and  Show  Rooms, 
which  contain  a good  assortment  of  articles  made  by  the 
Blind  workers  at  very  moderate  prices.  In  the  Workrooms, 
Basket-making,  Mat-making,  Broom  and  Brush  making  are 
carried  on.  Several  looms  are  employed,  the  modern 
machinery  being  electrically  driven. 

There  is  excellent  Office  accommodation  and  a Library 
which  contains  3,000  volumes  in  Braille  and  Moon  types. 

The  number  of  Blind  workers  for  whom  employment  is 
found  by  the  Institution  has  continuously  grown  of  recent 
years.  The  School  first  found  employment  for  six  persons, 
and  about  twelve  years  ago  the  number  of  outworkers  was  only 
18  men,  all  but  two  of  whom  were  ex-pupils,  while  now 
there  are  40  men  and  49  women  employed  at  the  Workshops, 
and  92  children  receiving  instruction  in  the  School. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  income  available  twelve  years  ago 
for  paying  18  workers  is  totally  inadequate  for  dealing  with 
the  present  large  numbers  who,  by  the  greatly  improved 
conditions  under  which  they  do  their  work,  now  throng  the 
Workrooms  of  the  Institution.  A new  fund  has  therefore 
been  started,  and  the  expenses  of  a Collector  defrayed  for 
one  year  by  the  generosity  of  two  members  of  the  Com- 
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mittee,  for  augmenting  (lie  wages  of  the  Blind  workers.  The 
Collector  has  been  working  energetically  in  Bristol,  Clifton, 
Bath,  and  Clevedon,  and  the  result  of  his  work  so  far  has 
been  encouraging,  but  the  Committee  hope  that  the  strong 
claims  of  the  Blind  workers  wall  receive  generous  recognition 
at  the  hands  of  the  charitable  public  of  the  City  and  neigh- 
bourhood. 


The  Home  Teaching  Branch  was  started  in  1857 
Home  by  a Committee  of  Ladies.  A Blind  Teacher 
Teaching,  was  employed  to  visit  and  teach  the  Blind  in 
their  homes  and  to  lend  them  embossed  books. 
A second  teacher  was  employed  in  1802,  and  a third  in  1878, 
all  of  them  being  Blind  men,  and  this  number  has  been  main- 
tained up  to  the  present  time.  An  Annual  Tea  to  the  Blind 
and  their  Guides  was  first  given  in  1800,  at  the  Friars,  and 
has  been  continued  up  to  the  present. 

The  City  and  neighbourhood  is  divided  into  three  dis- 
tricts for  the  purpose  of  visiting,  and  the  Union  Workhouses 
aie  also  lisited.  1 lie  teachers,  in  addition  to  the  actual 
teaching  of  blind  persons  to  read,  are  ready  to  gave  any 
general  assistance  with  regard  to  Pensions,  Poor  Law  Belief, 
etc.  The  Committee  regret  the  loss  of  Mr.  J.  Colman,  the 
oldest  of  the  Teachers,  who  died  recently  after  over  40  years’ 
service.  Mr.  H.  Ward  has  succeeded  to  the  charge  of  Mr. 
Oolman’s  district. 


the  Home  Teaching  Association,  bv  its  workers,  was 
the  means  of  finding  out  Blind  children  and  sending  them 
to  the  Blind  Asylum  or  other  suitable  schools. 


As  time  went  on  there  was  found  to  be  a great  need  for 
organised  employment  and  trade  teaching  of  Blind  women 
and  girls,  and  in  1869  a Working  Class  was  opened  which, 
•i  n,  developed  into  "The  Industrial  Association  for  Blind 
"men  at  Park  Bow,  and  afterwards  at  05a,  Park  Street. 


The  amalgamation  with  the  Blind

Asylum  in  1907  made 
Department,  and  the 
type  remained  at  65a, 
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Park  Street,  until  1911,  when  a large,  dry,  and  convenient 
room  was  set  aside  lor  the  Library  in  the  new  Workshops. 

A special  list  of  subscriptions  for  Home  Teaching,  col- 
lected by  ladies  of  that  Sub-Committee  and  some  friends, 
practically  meets  the  expenses  incurred. 

The  Weaving  Department  has  mad©  good  progress 
during  the  year,  and  there  is  a steady  demand  for  dress 
lengths  of  various  material. 

In  the  Knitting  Department  there  is  a large  stock  on 
hand,  and  the  Committee  would  be  grateful  if  ladies  inter- 
ested in  the  Blind  would  try  and  help  bv  obtaining  orders 
for  hand-knitted  goods  among  their  friends. 

The  number  of  Blind  people  under  the  care  of

This  Institution  is  certified  by  the  Board  of  Education  under  Section  II.  of 
the  Elementary  Education  (Blind  if  Deaf  Children)  Act,  1S93. 


OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION- 

This  is  an  Educational  Institution,  and  is  only  available  For  those  blind  children 
and  young1  people  who  are  capable  of  receiving  instruction.  This  Institution  is  not 
an  Asylum  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word. 

applications  for  admission— 

Persons  desiring  an  "Application  Form”  should  write  to  the  Superintendent,  to 
whom  the  form,  when  filled  up,  should  be  returned. 

certificates  of  birth- 

All  Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  Certificate  of  Birth. 

ELECTION  OF  PUPILS— 

All  Pupils  arc  elected  by  the  Committee. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

Applicants  are  eligible  for  admission  from  the  age  of  five  years  until  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  but  preference  is  given  to  those  under  sixteen.  They  must  either  be  totally  blind 
or  not  possessed  of  sufficient  sight  to  read  ordinary  school  books  of  sighted  children. 
They  must  also  be  free  from  bodily  and  mental  defects,  which  would  prevent  them 
receiving  instructim  or  from  following  some  useful  occupation. 

VACCINATION— 

All  Pupils  must  have  been  vaccinated  previous  to  admission. 

TERMS- 

Ihc  terms  for  pupils  are  £30  per  annum  for  maintenance  and  clothing,  paid  quarterly 
or  half-yearly.  It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  these  payments  are  by  no  means 
sufficient  for  maintenance  and  education,  the  remainder  being  supplied  from  the 
charitable  funds  of  the  Institution. 

In  case  the  parents  arc  too  poor  to  make  the  necessary  payments  for  their  child’s 
education,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Authority  for  the 
district  in  which  the  child  resides.  The  School  Authority  is  bound  to  take  steps  to 
educate  the  child  by  sending  it  to  a Certified  School  until  it  reaches  the  age  of 
sixteen.  If  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  permit,  the  School  Authority  mavdemand 
from  them  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  child's  education.  The  Guardians 
of  the  Poor  have  powers  to  make  the  payments  after  the  age  of  sixteen;  and  if  the 
parents  cannot  afford  to  do  so,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Guardians. 

CLOTHING  outfit— 

The  pupils  elected  must  be  provided  with  an  initial  outfit  at  the  Institution,  the- 
Authorities  or  Friends  sending  them  undertaking  to  pay  the  cost  (,£5). 

TRADES  TAUGHT 

Piano-tuning,  Basket-making.  Mat-making,  Chair-caning,  Weaving.  Machine-knitting. 
Hand-knitting,  and  Sewing-machine. 

HOLIDAYS— 

There  are  holidays  twice  during  the  year,  viz.,  five  weeks  in  the  summer,  and  three 
weeks  at  Christmas.  1 1 the  pupils  have  no  suitable  home  to  go  to,  arrangements  will 
be  made  for  boarding  them  out,  and  those  responsible  for  the  payments  charged  with 
the  cost.  The  Institution  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  pavment  of  travelling  expenses, 
which  must  be  paid  in  advance.  By  a concession  of  the  Railway  Companies,  all  blind 
pupils  arc  allowed  to  travel  the  double  journey  at  a reduced  fare.
